DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1, line 2, "the slew rate" should be changed to —slew rate— to avoid lacks 
antecedent basis. 

Claim 1, line 16, "the voltage end" should be changed —the voltage source— to avoid 
lacks clear antecedent basis because it is recited earUer in the claim as "a voltage source" (see 
line 13 of claim 1). 

Claims 2- 1 2 are objected to because they include the informalities of claim 1 . 
Claim 11, Une 2, "1 comprising" is suggested to be changed to -1, said method 
comprising— for clarity. 

Claim 12, line 1, "Step(a) and (b)" should be changed to -steps (a) and (b)~. 
Claim 1 1, Une 12, it is suggested to change "executed" to —performed--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 would be allowed if amended to overcome the informaUties set forth above.
